more workers are’ presently cover- 
ed. The extended coverage resulted 
from Federal changes which also 
are effective under Florida law. 

All employers who are not now 
covered under the U. `C. laws are 
required to complete and submit 
status reports even if they have 
fewer than four workers, -Scott 
pointed out. Forms have been mail- 

_ ed to employers and Scott has them 
for those not receiving the form in 
the mail. Deputy Scott said that 
ų  émployers. should bring their 1955 

. pay roll records with them as they 
fare necessary in filling out the 
forms. , 

Some types of employment are 
exempt from the coverage, such as 
agricultural workers, domestic . or 
household servants, and insurance 
agents or solicitors and real estate 
salesmen or agents whose pay is 
solely by commissions. 

The \three per cent charge is 
made up of 2.7 per cent payable to 
the state, and three tenths of one 
per cent (0.3) to the Federil Gov- 
ernment. State payment is at the 
end of each quarter, Federal once 
a year. Florida provides an exper- 
ience rating plan by which employ- 
ers can get reduced rates after six 
quarters of contributions. The re- 
duction, which'is based on theirem- 
ploying experience, could take their 
rates down to as low as 0.0 per 
cent. Without the Florida Unem~ 
ployment Compensation Act, the 
Federal Government, which does 
not provide experience rating, 
would receive the full three per 
cent. Cee
